no "sit-down" strike against his 
candidacy. 


As Eisenhower turned toward In- 


dianapolis for another stop on his 
Midwest campaign swing, his aides 
made no attempt to conceal elation 
at the warm reception accorded 
him in Taft's home state. 


Taft Walts 


Taft himself had not Joined in 


the chorus. He said in Washington 
he wanted to learn more of the 
general's views before deciding 
how much of a role to play in the 
campaign. 


But sources close to the senator 


said they had little doubt he would 
help the general's efforts. 


"Sen. Taft is a Republican," was 


the way one of them, Roger W. 
Tracy. Ohio state treasurer and a 
member of the Taft camp, summed 
it up to newsmen. 


I am certain he will give his 


active support to Gen. Elsenhow- 
er. 


"There was a normal disappoint- 


ment among all the people who 
worked for Sen. Taft that he was 
not nominated for the presidency. 
But we know ,that, this is no time 
for a sit-down strike. It would jeo- 
pardize n.ot only the national ticket 
and the principles - we stand for 
1>ut would injure the Republican 
state ticket." 


Meet Soon 


Eisenhower told a press confer- 


ence he and Taft intended to meet 
soon, possibly within a week, al- 
though the time and place had not 
been set. 


The general said the 'senator, 


who has been vacationing, had in- 
formed him by .telegram that any 
day after today he "will meet m« 
gladly and I certainly will wel- 
come him. That is the score."

m soon, don't make the mistake 
of overfeeding them on grain or 
.turning them on lush, green legume 
pastures as soon as they arrive.

Dr. G. T. Woods of the Univer- 


sity of Illinois College of Veterin- 
ary Medicine says these are two 
mistakes that inexperienced cattle 
feeders sometimes make. 


"It's 
important to give cattle 


the right kind of start in the-feed- 
lot." Dr. Woods says. "When they 
arrive, give them a rest period' 
and a chance to get 
acquainted 


with their new home before putting 
them on a heavy feeding program. 


"Give them plently of water 


medium quality hay. Don't 
them grain for several days. WK! 
then start it gradually." 


If your cattle are to be shipped 


far, it may also be wise to pro- 
tect them against shipping fever. 
Dr. Woods adds. Have a veterin- 
arian vaccinate them with eithor 
bacterm or serum. Saving the life 
of just one animal may pay for 
vaccinating up to 200 others. 


Bactenn should be given to the 


cattle at least two weeks before 
they are shipped. If this is neglect- 
ed, serum given immediately,, be- 
ore shipment or promptly upon 
arrival on the farm will give jm-

$40,000 will buy SO acies of good 


central Illinois land, with a pro- 
ductivity rating above 80, at $485 
an acie and leave the small sum 
of $1,200. or $15 an acre, for lime- 
stone, rock phosphate, drainage, 
fencing, buildings, and other im- 
provement costs. 


$40,000 will buy 160 acies of fair 


land, rating 56 to 80, at $225 an 
acre and leave $4,000, or $25 an 
acre, for the same improvements. 


$40,000 will buy 300 acres of poor 


land, rating 26 to 55, at $100 an 
acre and leave $10,000, or $33 an 
acre, for needed improvements. 


$40,000 will buy 500 acres of 


poor, brushy, hilly or other low- 
grade land, rating 25 or under, at 


$40 an acre and leave $20,000, or 
$40 an acre, for bulldozing brush, 
limestone, rock phosphate, potash, 
ditching, new fences, and build 
ings preparatory to putting the 
farm into profitable production. 


Making It Pay 


An investment of $25 to $60 an 


acre is often needed for land im- 
piovements alone in order to make 
a run-down farm pay. And don't 
forget that there is usually a lag 
of several years between the time 
the land improvements are made 
and the bank account starts to in- 
ciease. How to reduce or elimin- 
ate this lag may be a subject for 
later discussion. 


With proper management, you 


may get about the same return on 
$40,000 invested in a large low- 
grade farm as for a small choice 
place. But management practices 
will cost a lot more on a poor 
farm than on a good one. , 


Other Investments 


We have not yet said anything 


about investments in machinery, 
livestock, feed. etc. In 1951 these 
investments on accounting farms 
in central and northern Illinois 
averaged about $80 an acre on 
gram farms and $130 on livestock 
farms. 


In southern Illinois they aver- 


aged about $55 on gram farms and 
$85 on livestock farms. 


Because of such large capital 


needs, many beginning 
farmers 


with a limited amount of money 
can get a better income by rent- 
ing 
a 
resonabl^ 
large, 
well- 


equipped farm than by owning a 
small, poorly-equipped one. 


If you do buy a farm, do it after 


making a careful appraisal of the 
farm and of your own needf. It 
may be the most impoitant finan- 
cial decision of your life.

Organic Tests 
Being Made by 
Seed Dealer 


Lester Pfister, Illinois farrrfer of 


hybrid seed corn fame, has run 
squarely into the soil organic mat 
ter problem and has now become 
organic' farming minded, 


In a recent issue of The Organic 


Farmer, H. J. .Snider reports on 
Pfister's method of returning or 
ganic material to the soil. Organ 
ic matter is the backbone of soil 
fertility, asserts Pfistcr, and he 
has set out to prove it by a series 
of experiments on his farm. 


The Pfister plan for maintaining 


a desirable amount of active or- 
ganic matter in his corn soil in- 
cludes use of legumes, mainly al 
falfa, grasses, corn stalks, oal 
straw and corn cobs. 


Part of his land undergoes a ro- 


tation of corn and legume. The al- 
falfa stands over one year and is 
clipped three times. The clippings 
are left and plowed under for the 
coming corn crop.

Soybean Market Threatened 
By Two Recent Developments 


URBANA — Market outlets of 


United States soybeans are being 
endangered by two recent devel- 
opments—increased world produc- 
tion of fats and oils and the reentry 
of Manchurian soybeans into Euro- 
pean markets. 


This is the view expressed by 


T. A. Hieronyirius,- marketing spe- 
cialist in the college of agriculture. 


The rapid growth of our soybean 


industry from small commercial 
supplies in 1935 to about 300 million 
bushels per year has been based 
on a strong European market dur- 
ing a period of world fats and oils 
shortage. 


During 1935-39 our imports ot 


fats and oil exceeded our exports 
by an average of 960,000 ton* a 
year. In 1951 our exports exceeded 
our imports by 500,000 tons. 


This net change of about 1,450,000 


tons is just the amount of oil pro- 
duced from a 300-million-bu*hel 
crop of soybeans. 


After 13 years of shortage, world 


per capita production of fats and 
oils has returned to pre-World War 
II levels. That will make it ever 
harder to find markets for our lur- 
pluses, Hleronymus believes.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Answers to half a dozen rid- 


dles will determine the result of the 1952 presidential 
election campaign. These are the riddles, all of which 
have been put to the 700 U. S. newspaper editors receiv- 
ing this column for a national poll on political trends 
and issues: 


What Southern states will Republicans be able to 


carry, if any? 


Will Taft Republicans support Eisenhower, or not 


vote? 


Will the Dixiecrats support the Democrats, or Eisen- 


hower? 


Will Northern Negro majorities vote Democrat or Re- 


publican? 


Which farm policy plank has the greatest appeal to 


rural voters? 


What are the determining issues for the independent 


voters who hold the balance of power to swing the elec- 
tion one way or the other? • 


A fourth of the editors replying to this questionnaire 


believe the GOP will carry no Southern states. These 
editors come mostly from the Southeast.'the Southwest 
and the border states of the Midwest, are most familiar 
with local politics. It is the editors of the North who 
think the Solid South can be cracked. 


Thirty-four per cent of the editors believe the GOP 


,vill take Texas and the highest Republican hopes are 
on the Lone Star state.

In Prison 


CHILLICOTHE. 0.-tf>-A mass 


sit-down strike by 800 rebellious 
young convicts at the Federal Re- 
formatory for Men ended early to- 
day after more than nine hours of 
destruction and defiance. 


Three inmates were wounded, 


none seriously, before guards, state 
highway 'patrolmen and deputy 
sheriffs quelled the uprising. 


John J. Galvin, associate warden, 


said the men refused to go to the 
mess hall after finishing their work 
for the day. They milled about the 
prison yard for several hours, then 
invaded three dormitories. 


Prisoners 
wrecked 
furniture, 


broke windows, threw bedclothing 
into the yard and set fire to the 
mattresses 
at ' nightfall. 
They 


screamed in protest when about 
300 convicts gave in and returned 
to their cells at mid-evening, and 
fought among themselves all during 
the demonstration. 


Galvin said he heard the "usual" 


complaints about prison food but 
said he did not know the reason 
for the .sit-down strike.

Reliable reports received here to- 
day said the Korean government 
s drafting a strong demand to the 
U. N. K o r e a n Reconstruction 
Agency to do something to help it 
care for millions of war-weary 
South Koreans during their third 
wartime winter. 


The Korean 
government 
esti- 


mates there are 10 million refu- 
gees in its borders. 


An UNKRA spokesman pointed 


out that the agency was created 
by the 1950 General Assembly for 
the rebuilding of Korea after the 
war. 


The Koreans complain privately 


that agency people are 
sitting 


around offices in the U. N. head- 
quarters, also in Geneva. Wash- 
ington, Tokyo and Pusan making 
plans but that little Is being done.

•Republican, said in a separate in- 
terview, however, that "the people 
of Europe feel that Eisenhower is 
a peace general," that he does not 
fall in the category of "a war gen- 
eral."

In Europe, the two senators at- 


tended sessions of the Inter-Par- 
liamentary Union at Bern. One or 
the other probably will be chair- 
man of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee in the next con- 
gress, depending on whether the 
Democrats or the Republicans win 
control of the senate this Novem- 
ber.
